Councilmember Jackson gave the prayer followed by Mayor Blankenship leading everyone
in the Pledge of Allegiance.

The Council having read the minutes from the Regular Council Meeting held on March 16,
2021 President Simechak asked the wishes of the Council. Councilmember Jackson made a
motion to approve the minutes of the Regular Council Meeting held on March 16, 2021, which
motion was seconded by Councilmember Perault. The Council voted unanimously in favor thereof.

Council President Simechak advised the Council that it was time to set the Agenda.
Councilmember Harlow made a motion to set the Agenda as presented, which motion was
seconded by Councilmember Perault. The Council voted unanimously in favor thereof.

Councilmember Harlow introduced an Ordinance to rezone property located at 2215
Andrews Avenue from B-3 to RH and moved for its adoption, which motion was seconded by
Councilmember Enfinger. The Council voted unanimously in favor thereof.

Councilmember Enfinger introduced a group of Resolutions Confirming the Cost of a

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Councilmember Harlow introduced a Resolution Establishing a Policy for Disposal of Real
Surplus Property owned by the City of Ozark and moved for its adoption, which motion was
seconded by Councilmember Enfinger. The Council voted unanimously in favor thereof.

Councilmember Perault made a motion to approve a Lease Agreement with Technical
Testing Services at the Ozark-Dale County Technology Center for Developing Industry, which
motion was seconded by Councilmember Jackson. The Council voted unanimously in favor
thereof.

Councilmember Jackson made a motion to appoint Shanika Jones Reeves to the Wiregrass
Mental Health Board, which motion was seconded by Councilmember Perault. The Council voted
unanimously in favor thereof.
